tinder today’s costs of opera­ 
tion has been approved by the 
Conservation Commission.

even revolutionary — realign­ 
ments 
in 
fisheries 
work, 
the Conservation Department's 
m aster plan for progress is e x ­ 
pected to ultimately boost the

Among its major points is

Finding A Job 
Hard This Year

NEW YORK 
AP-—Finding a 
job 
is 
tougher 
this 
summer. 
That s so despite a gain in the 
number of jobs. A record of 
nearly 72 million Americans are 
at work. 
The job scramble is 
rough 
because 
there 
are 
more 
stu­ 
dents looking for them. There 
are always a lot when school 
lets out. This year there are 
more. 
But beyond 
that, there are 
more adults entering the labor 
loire just now. This happens 
whenever times are good and 
the number of jobs expands. 
That pulls a lot of off-and-on 
workers 
into the labor force. 
Since they usually have skills 
from earlier periods of employ­ 
ment, they are likely to get the 
jobs at the expense of the new­ 
comers without experience. 
The population growth by it­ 
self. and its specific manifesta­ 
tion of more students looking 
for sum m er work, would have 
pulled about 1.2 million more 
people into the labor force this 
summer than last. The Labor 
Department says that this time 
the force increased by 1.5 mil­ 
lion over last year to a total of 
79 4 million. 
It reports that while e m p l o y ­ 
ment went up by about 850.(HK) 
in June as outdoor jobs and rec­ 
reational work opened up. un­

The economy is running fast, 
but not fast enough in the job 
sector to hold even with the de­ 
mand 
Some 800.000 of 
the unem­ 
ployed are teen-agers, or 15 per 
cent of the youngsters looking 
for work. 
Tho Labor Department indi­ 
tes that high seh<x)l graduates 
had better luck this year in find­ 
ing jobs than did college gradu­ 
ates. 
Disturbing to the department 


was the rise in unemployment 
among adult men. The teen-age 
problem was expected.

publish his predictions of the 
future should combine brash­ 
ness 
with 
discretion. 
W hich 
m eans he should predict condi­ 
tions so far in the future that 
no one will recall his words 
when the appointed day a r­ 
rives. W ith this cow ardly prin­ 
ciple in mind, let us look at 
w hat the new ore carriers of 
1974 will be like. 
In common w ith any other 
commercial 
ship, 
the 
G reat 
Lakes ore freighter is a capital 
investm ent that earns its re­ 
turns 
as 
an 
instrum ent 
of 
transport. 
Economic com peti­ 
tion will, therefore, force many 
changes in the design and op­ 
eration of our lakes fleet. The 
changes m ust inevitably be in 
the 
direction 
of 
increased 
transport efficiency; and it is 
on this basis that I m ake my 
predictions. 
First 
of 
all, 
discouraging 
though it may seem, we shall 
see few er G reat Lakes ore car­ 
riers. This is because we shall 
be forced to find ways of do­ 
ing the same work w ith fewer 
units. The new ships will be 
bigger and will operate over a 
longer season. 
W hereas the largest vessel 
on :he lakes today m ay carry 
one million tons of ore in a 
season, the new ships m ay car­ 


ry three. This jum p in produc­ 
tivity could be achieved alm ost 
tom orrow by building the 1,000 
foot ship allowed by the new 
Soo lock and operating it over 
an 11-m onth season. 
A dm ittedly no shipyard on 
the lakes today has the capa­ 
city to build such a m onster. 
Furtherm ore, we m ay not yet 
have the complete ice-break­ 
ing technology for an 11-m onth 
season. Nevertheless, I predict 
that these things w ill come 
w ithin the next IO years. 
If your son w ants to be a 
sailor, let him take heed. There 
will not only be few er ships, 
but few er crew m em bers on 
each. On the other hand, liv­ 
ing 
and 
working 
conditions 
will be better. Accommodations 
will be air conditioned 
and 
com fortable in every respect. 
There w ill be few drudgery 
jobs because the ships will be 
designed for m inim um m ain­ 
tenance; and greater reliance 
will be placed on port crews 
and repair yards for keeping 
the ship in condition.

handling at locks and piers will 
be done by shore crews, while 
frozen, pre-cooked m eals will 
ease the w ork of the galley 
crews.

trained seam en will be higher 
than ever. 
The general appearances of 
our future ship will change. 
The pilot house in the bow 
w ill no longer be the universal 
profile. Instead, navigation and 
control w ill be centered in an 
elevated tow er near the stern. 
This will afford a better over­ 
all view of the ship and reduce 
the cost of installing piping and 
w iring 
over 
the 
1,000 
foot 
length. 
The steam m achinery, which 
now predom inates on the lakes, 
m ay well give way to either 
diesel engines or gas turbines. 
The ease of autom ating these 
new er types m akes them more 
than ever tem pting to the eco- 
norny-m inded shipowner. 
Let me predict w hat the ore 
carrier of the future will not 
be. It will not be fast, nor will 
it be nuclear powered. 
High 
speed is basically uneconomic 
in a ship and is a luxury ac­ 
corded only passenger ships or 
those carrying expensive car­ 
goes. N uclear m arine power re ­ 
quires too great an initial in­ 
vestm ent for the future savings 
it promises in fuel costs. 
Finally, the 1974 ore carrier 
will 
be 
neither 
a 
hydrofoil 
craft nor an air cushion vehi­ 
cle. N either of these modes of 
transport has much lifting ca­ 
pacity, so both are totally u n ­ 
fit for the m ovem ent of bulk 
com m odities such as iron ore. 
These 
are 
my 
predictions. 
The future G reat Lakes ore 
carrier w ill be bigger, but not 


much 
faster 
than 
those 
we 
have today. It will be m anned 
by as few as IO men, but they 
will be m ore highly trained, 
and will w ork only every oth­ 
er m onth. The ship will be de­ 
signed to operate during most 
of the year, and accom m oda­ 
tions and controls will be cen­ 
tralized in the stern. 
Steam 
will 
gradually give 
way to diesel or gas turbine 
propulsion. The overall result 
will be a ship that can move 
iron ore down the lakes at a 
greatly reduced cost per ton- 
mile and thereby increase the 
dem and for ore from the Lake 
Superior region. 


Schleisinger's 
Dream Is Asset 
Of North Western 
P art of the present rail sys­ 
tem by which the Chicago & 
North W estern Railw ay moves 
iron ore from the Menominee 
Range to Escanaba was once 
known as the Schlesinger Lin^ 
and it still is known by that 
nam e to railroaders. 
From 
Antoine, 
near 
Iron 
M ountain, the ore trains move 
to Escanaba over the Schlesin­ 
ger Line, nam ed for a M ilwau­ 
kee prom oter nam ed Ferdinand 
Schlesirger. 
His Schlesinger Line, origi­ 
nally incorporated in 1880 as 
the Escanaba, 
Iron 
M ountain 
and W estern Railroad, was ab­ 
sorbed by the North W estern 
in 1947. It has a total of 50 
miles of main line and three 
miles of side tracks in Delta, 
Menominee 
a n d 
Dickinson 
counties. 
It is used by the North W es­ 
tern to move loaded ore trains 
between 
Escanaba 
and 
Lake 
Antoine. 
Schlesinger visioned the cre­ 
ation of a huge iron industry. 
He planned a fully-integrated 
com pany with its own mines, 
railroads, docks, furnaces and 
sales outlets. He was interested 
in the 
Chapin Mine 
at Iron 
M ountain, the Newport at Iron­ 
wood and the M ayville blast 
furnace at Mayville, Wis. He 
became bankroupt 
before 
he 
could complete his docks at 
Escanaba and his railroad be­ 
came a segm ent of the North 
W estern. It’s

“except 
for Sumach H ill,’’ say railroad­ 
ers 
Long trains w ith heavy loads 
of iron ore roll down the Schel- 
esinger Line to the Escanaba 
dock. And long strings of em p­

ward to the iron ranges over 
the North W estern’s older line 
via Powers.

Order Of Docks 
The North W estern dock which 
becam e known at No. I was not 
the original North Western dock 
here. The line’s ore shipping 
(started in 1864 and No. I was 
built in 1873 and rebuilt in 1890. 
Dock No. 2. the original dock, 
w'as built in 1863 and rebuilt rn 
1881. 
Dock No. 3 was built in 1879 
and rebuilt in 1896. 
Dock No. 4 was built in 1887; 
burned in 1897 and was rebuilt 
[rn 1898. 
Dock No. 5 was built in 1891, 
rebuilt in 1909. 
Dock No. 6, the present dock, 
was built rn 1902 and was re­ 
built in 1924-25. 
The Peninsula Rail Road Co., 
was organized in 1862 and work 
on its rail line from Negaunee 
to E scanaba started in 1863. Ore 
was shipped over the line start­ 
ing in 1864 and loaded into sail­ 
ing vessels from what becam e 
known as the No. 2 dock, which 
was actually the first dock built 
It becam e known as No. 2 dock 
because it was built 
farther 
from Sand Point than No. I. 
Dock No. 2 in 1873 was labeled 
“The longest wooden ore dock in 
the United States.” 
Pulings Remain 
Today only old pilings rem ain 
to m ark the locations of the old 
docks. The grades of their rail 
approaches are a landm ark in 
E scanaba’s beach area 
along 
Little Bay yde Not*. 
In 1897 No. 4 dock was set 
; afire by the burning ore carrier 
N ahant and was destroyed by the 
fire with the loss of four lives. 
The Nahant, pulled from the side 
of the dock, drifted 
to 
Sand 
Point and sank there in a place 


now marked by a buoy. Her hulk 
is clearly visible beneath the 
watei from the air. 
After No. 4 dock was rebuilt, 
fire struck again in 1924. de­ 
stroying the dock a second time, 
along with No. 3 
dock 
The 
Reiss Coal Co., dock was also 
burned. 
Fire Destroys Dock 
The fire started in the center 
of No. 3 dock and appeared to 
be under control after a half 
hour of work by fire crews when 
it suddenly roared out of con­ 
trol. George Ingram and Sher­ 
man Serre were attem pting to 
drag a fire hose to the end of 
the dock and they were cut off 
by the flames. Serre plunged 80 
feet into the w ater and Ingram 
was attem pting to escape down 
a rope and fell into the fire. 
At Negaunee 
the 
Peninsula 
Railroad had a junction with the 
M arquette. Houghton & Ontona­ 
gon Railway, which becam e a 
part of the Duluth, South Shore 
& Atlantic Railway, while the 
Peninsula itself was incorporat­ 
ed

W estern, 
which owned it. 
Before the 
North 
Western 
built its rails from the south to 
connect at Escanaba in 1872 with 
the 
Escanaba-Negaunee 
line, 
three steam ers m aintained pas­ 
senger service between E scana­ 
ba and Fort 
Howard 
(Green 
Bay), Wis. They were the Sarah 
Van Epps, named for the wife of 
Charles T. Harvey, 
who 
was 
president of the Lake Superior 
Forwarding Co., and inventor of 
the pocket ore dock, the Sagi­ 
naw and the George L. Dunlap. 
Two Near Point 
The first two ore docks were 
adjacent to Sand 
Point 
and 
served the ore trade from 1864 
to 1888. The four docks to the 
north were built in the period 
1879-1902. 
Docks Nos. 5 and 6 were the 
last F>air worked and since 1957 
only No. 6 has been worked and 
it is now handling as much ore 
as all the other docks used to. 
No. 5 was razed in I960 
In 1942 the Army Corps of 


Engineers 
gave 
Merrit-Chap- 
man & Scott Corp., a contract 
for design and partial construc­ 
tion of two new ore docks and 
allied railroad ore yards to han­ 
dle an ultim ate volume of 32 
million tons of ore a year, with 
alloy anre for possible future ex­ 
pansion to a maximum of 60 
million tons per year. 
The Escanaba By-Pass Pro­ 
ject was built as a war em er­ 
gency m easure to have avail­ 
able within 60 days a suitable

Mining Dates To 
Early Time Along 
Lake Superior 


M ineral 
explorations 
along 
the south shore of Lake Su­ 
perior began at a very early 
date — but most 
early iron 
m ining was developed by com ­ 
panies that had been form ed to 
explore 
for 
other 
m inerals. 
Gold, copper and silver were 
most sought. 
Earliest existence of copper 
was made known to the world 
as long ago as 1636 in a book 
published by LaG arde in Paris. 
Subsequent portions of the Jes­ 
uit Relations m ention finding 
the metal. 
Fr. Claude Allouez reports a 
boulder of copper on the shore 
of Lake Superior and of find­ 
ing pieces of copper weighing 
from IO to 20 pounds. The In ­ 
dians esteemed these highly, he 
wrote. 
Capt. Jonathan Carver visi­ 
ted Lake Superior in 1765 and 
returned to England with ac­ 
counts of copper so abundant 
that a British 
company was 
formed to mine copper at the 
Ontonagon in 
1771. A lexander 
Henry opened and closed the 
mining venture in 1772. 
Henry said "the country must 
be cultivated and peopled be­ 
fore the copper can be p r o b a ­ 
bly mined. ’* 


The federal governm ent took 
o ver operation of railroads on 
Dec. 28, 1917 and w’ere re tu rn ­ 
ed to private m anagem ent on

1920. By this time 
the national rail system drop­ 
ped to 253,000 miles.

Peninsula Iron Industry 
Opportunities In Change

Historically. 
Michigan 
has 
been tile second largest pro­ 
ducer of iron ores in the U. S. 
Minnesota has always been in 
first place, with iron forma­ 
tions about IO times as exten­ 
sive as Michigan's. The Minne­ 
sota and Michigan ranges to­ 
gether constitute one of the 
great iron ore resources of the 
world.

Michigan 
iron 
mining 
industry has done a good job 
of meeting the competition oi 
foreign ores and maintaining 
its share of the domestic m ar­ 
ket. The iron mines will con­ 
tinue to be a major industry 
of the Upper Peninsula as long 
as they can produce a high 
quality production at competi­ 
tive prices. The ability to do 
this will depend singularly up­ 
on a continuing and intensive 
research effort. 
In recognition of the import­ 
ance of an industry that ha*

“W hen Ben Hcineman became

•ails and set out on a 6-week, 
40.000-mile tour of the com­ 
pany's lines, from Chicago to 
Wyoming, north to Lake Su- 
oerior and south to St. Louis.

abolished

“ An example of the North 
Western's aid to industry is the 
iron ore industry. W e 
could 
foresee complete abandonment 
of certain iron ore ranges on 
our railroad unless some help 
was given to them. The North 
Western acted 
by

we 
saved some mines which today 
would be shut down if we had 
not done our part in transpor­ 
tation.

The development of the iron 
ore industry in Michigan con­ 
stitutes one of the truly great 
chapters 
in the 
history 
of 
American industrial growth. It 
began about the same time that 
the frontiers of America were 
being pushed back as the ’49’ers 
streamed to california by w ag­ 
on and ship to make their for­ 
tunes in the "gold rush.” 
Not so well known, but pi ob- 
ably more important to the in­ 
dustrial 
development 
of our 
nation was the 
discovery of 
large 
deposits 
of 
low-cost, 
readily available 
iron ore in 
Northern Michigan. 
Iron ore is the lifeblood of 
the steel industry and steel, in 
turn, the backbone of our n a ­ 
tion's 
industrial 
might. 
The 
Cleveland-Cliffs 
Iron Co. 
has 
been a part of this important 
basic industry since its earliest 
beginnings more than a century 
ago. 
The first authentic discovery 
of iron ore in the Lake S u p e ­ 
rior region is attributed to Wil­ 
liam Burt, the leader of a party 
of surveyors who, in 1844, no­ 


ted excessive deviation in his 
magnetic compass as the party 
was surveying the region. In 
attempting to find the cause for 
this variation, 
several 
speci­ 
mens of iron ore were discov­ 
ered. 
However, it was Marji Ge- 
sick. a Chippewa Indian chief, 
who. in 
1845. led a party of 
Jackson, Mich., explorers to an 
outcropping of ore at the site 
of what was later to become 
the Jackson Mine near N egau­ 
nee. The site of this m omento ­ 
us discovery is now marked by 
a stone monument. 
Jackson Mine 
On the strength of this out­ 
cropping these men organized 
the Jackson 
Mining Co. 
The 
Jackson 
interests 
were 
not 
alone in their dreams of nor­ 
thern wealth. News of the dis­ 
covery, coupled with reports of 
copper and silver deposits in 
the Upper Peninsula, had at­ 
tracted other explorers and by 
1846 there were 104 companies 
formed to prospect 
for Lake 
Superior minerals. 
Only four of these com pa­ 
nies — the 
original 
Jackson 


Mining Co., several individuals 
who called themselves the M ar­ 
quette Iron Co., the Cleveland 
Iron Mining Co., and the lion 
Cliffs Co., were destined to ac­ 
hieve any success in th en m in ­ 
ing ventures and all four were 
eventually to become a part of 
what 
is 
now 
the 
Cleveland- 
Cliffs Iron Co. 
The pioneers 
faced 
many 
great problems. The severity of 
the northern 
winters, wilder­ 
ness conditions, 
lack of m a n ­ 
power. and the distance from 
supply 
sources accounted 
for 
failure of many of the early 
enterprises. Probably the g rea t­ 
est problems of all w ere those 
of transportation. 


War Aided Industry 


With the exception 
of the 
Cleveland Iron Mining Co., the 
early companies had no thought 
of shipping the raw ore down 
the Great Lakes to Ohio and 
Pennsylvania furnaces.

Funeral Train Passed In 1957 
Steam Locomotive Era 
Made Iron Haul Great 


A funeral train composed of 
15 old steam locomotives pass­ 
ed through Escanaba in 1957 
on its way south to the scrap 
yard. The Chicago Sc North 
Western Railway was scrap­ 
ping the last of its steam lo­ 
comotives in this area. The 
age of the diesel locomotive 
was fully arrived.

Brotherhoods Of 
Railroadmen Aid 
Century Growth 


The 
railroad 
trainmen of 
America have been among the 
pioneers of organized labor. 
The marking of a century of 
iron ore haul to the Port of 
Escanaba is an occasion for 
celebration 
by the 
trainmen, 
too. Their many skills have 
contributed to the success and 
survival of this industry which 
founded the City of Escanaba. 
There are four great labor 
unions of rail 
workers, the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Train­ 
men, the Brotherhood of Loco­ 
motive Engineers, the Brother­ 
hood 
of Locomotive 
Firemen 
and Enginemen and the Order 
of Railway Conductors. They 
are 
indepedent 
international 
unions, with the 
Locomotive 
Enginners being the oldest of 
the 
brotherhoods 
nationally, 
founded in 1863, the year that 
the 
Peninsula 
Railroad 
was 
building its line from Negaunee 
to Escanaba. 
All of the railroad brother­ 
hoods were 
organized 
before 
the 
American 
Federation 
of 
Labor was formed. Their origi­ 
nal purpose was 
to provide 
insurance for their members. 
They have seldom had strikes 
and have been very successful 
in promoting federal laws that 
provide for collective bargain­ 
ing and old age pensions for 
rail workers. 


In all there are 23 unions to 
which railroad 
workers may 
belong. More than half of them 
are affiliated with the AFL. 
The Grand 
Lodge 
of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Train­ 
men granted a charter to the 
Lodge 182 of Escanaba on Dec. 
31, 1885 which lists 20 charter 
members.

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M ather was ultra m odern in 
his ideas regarding w elfare and 
seem ed to turn naturally to the 
hum an side of mining, realizing 
that not only was this the d e ­ 
cent tiling to do, but that con­ 
tented families are an asset to 
any com pany. 
U nder leadership of William 
G. M ather and long before tile 
organized labor m ovem ent be­ 
cam e a force in the Lake S u ­ 
perior District iron m ining in­ 
dustry, Cliffs had pioneered in 
establishing a progressive pro ­ 
g ram of em ploye benefits. The 
W elfare D epartm ent, a proto­ 
type in industrial relations, w as 
established in 
1905. This d e ­ 
p artm en t adm inistered a p ro ­ 
gram 
of 
em ploye 
benefits 
w hich included visiting in d u s­ 
trial nurses, assistance to needy 
families of employes, and the 
adm inistration of co m p an y -in ­ 
stituted pension program e s tab ­ 
lished in 1909. A hospital was 
built in 1918, a com petent staff 
of physicians and surgeons w as 
m aintained, and a m edical plan 
w as provided the em ployes at 
very low cost. 
The organization of the iron 
m ines in the Lake 
S uperior 
District by the United S teel­ 
w orkers began in 1937 and by 
1942 had succeeded at all o p ­ 
erations 
of 
Cleveland - Cliffs. 
This era introduced a new con- 
J 
copt of em ployer-em ploye re- , 
bilious. From then on em ploye 
benefit plans as well as te rm s 
and conditions of em ploym ent 
w ere to be negotiated w ith a 
bargaining agent.

Van Cleve Details History 
Of Delta County Railroads 


Michigan History Magazine 
of 1922 published "Railroads 
of Delta County” written by 
F. H. VanCleve, then gener­ 
al land agent for the Chicago 
& North Western Railway Co. 
The VanCleve name is per­ 
petuated in this area by Van 
Cleve P ark in Gladstone. 


‘‘In this article I intend to 
teal mainly with the history of 
■he Chicago and North Western 
Railway 
Company 
in 
Delta 
County 
and 
the various 
inci­ 
dents of its location and con­ 
struction that came under my 
personal 
observation. 
having 
been connected with 
the con­ 
struction of the Railway from 
its beginning at Fort Howard 
(now Green Bay' to Escanaba.” 
The entrance of tile 
North 
Western’s line into Michigan or­ 
iginally was at what is now Iron 
River rather than Menominee: 
and initially also the line from 
the Marquette iron range was to 
come out at the head of tattle 
Bay de Noc — not as Escanaba. 
“ In 1856 or 1857. a Railroad 
was organized to build a line 
from Marquette to the head cl 
Little Bay de Noc 
in 
Delta 
C o u n t y , ”

"At that time 
Ogden

of these men wore interested in

“The work of construction was 
started in 1863 on the Peninsula 
Railroad. According to the orig­ 
inal maps the terminus of this 
road was to be the head of Little 
Bay de Noc where Masonville is 
(now located. The place at that 
time was called Gena, and was 
the county seat of Delta Coun­ 
ty.” 
“Owing to 
some 
misunder­ 
standing between property own­ 
ers at Gena and the officials of 
the Peninsula Railroad, the line 
was changed and the terminal 
made at Sand Point, now' Esca­ 
naba. This road was built to 
haul iron ore from mines in 
Marquette to be shipped by wa­ 
ter to the lower lakes from Es­ 
canaba. and also to secure ’he 
business of the Upper Peninsula 
for the Chicago and North West­ 
ern Railway.” 
“ Mr. S. II. Selden was the 
engineer who located and con­ 
structed this road, and his prin­ 
cipal assistant was Mr. C. E. 
Brotherton. both of whom lived 
in Escanaba after the road was 
completed.’’ 
Selden was Pen­ 
insula Division Engineer: Bro­ 
therton was C&NW chief land 
examiner for many years. I “The 
road was completed 
to 
the 
.Jackson mine the latter part of 
1865. and in October of 1864 the 
Peninsula Railroad was taken 
over by the Chicago and North 
Western Company as the Pen­ 
insula Division.” 
“The first officers of the Di­ 
vision at that time were Robert 
Campbell, Superintendent, S. H.

“ In 1862 the Green Bay Tran­

The new! to close the gap in 
the North Western line between 
Green Bay and

tween Green Bay and Menomi­ 
nee was well started by July of 
1871. Van Cleve described the 
growing dryness of the weather 
and gave a graphic description 
of the forest fire that on the 


night of Git. 8 wiped out the 
village of Peshtigo and caused 
the death of more than 1.1 (Kl 
persons. 
Van 
Cleve 
left 
for 
Peshtigo to determine the fate 
of the R a i l w a y engineer and as­ 
sistant. 
“ It was a Horrible ride 
for 
along the road could be >een 
the burned bodies of animals and 
human beings, In many instan­ 
ces in that fire-swept waste, lit­ 
tle heaps of white ashes marked 
the place where men. women 
and children had fallen to their 
death ” 
The fire delyaed but did not 
halt the progress of the North 
Western 
in extending 
its line 
northward and on Dec 27 1871 
the first regular passenger train 
from Fort Howard 
ran 
into 
Marinette. Van Cleve reported. 
Van Cleve, w'ho had been liv­ 
ing 
in Green 
Bay, thereupon 
moved to Marinette 
“ During 
the year of 1871, 
while die road from Fort Howard 
to Menominee was under con­ 
struction. the Railroad Company 
had a surveying party in the 
field locating the line from Me­ 
nominee to Escanaba 
Two or 
three preliminary 
lines 
were 
run before the final line was 
located. 
“ According 
to 
the original 
map filed by the Railway Com­ 
pany the road from Menominee 
to Escanaba was to be built fol­ 
lowing close along the shore of 
Green 
B a y the whole distance 
between the two places. But a 
short time previous, 
iron ore 
had been discovered in large 
quantities on 
the 
Menominee 
range, so the Railwayy comp­ 
any by an act of Congress ob­ 
tained permission to change its 
line to run directly north from 
Menominee to the nearest point 
to the newly discovered 
iron 
range from which a branch from 
the main line could readily be 
built to open up 
these 
new 
fields." 
“ In accordance with this per­ 
mission. die line was located to 
a point fortytwo 
miles 
north 
from Menominee which is now 
die station of Powers, and from 
Powers the main line ran al­ 
most east to Escanaba." 
Work on the Menominee-Es­ 
canaba sections was begun in 
the spring of 1872. It went slow­ 
ly. Two contractors were em ­ 
ployed 
and 
dien 
discharged. 
The North Western put its own 
crews on the job. 
“The work of back laying 
w'as well done by the middle of 
December. 1872. and the track 
from Menominee was connect­ 
ed up wa th the track from Esca­ 
naba at a point which is now 
the station of Spalding 
A few 
days later the first passenger 
train ran from Escanaba to Me­ 
nominee. and the whole road 
from Fort Howard to Escanaba 
was opened for business and the

die largest dock of its kind in 
use. This dock later was known 
as No. I’ and some years later 
it was taken down and never 
rebuilt.” 
Exploration of the Menomi­ 
nee iron range brought North 
Western line extensions as new 
finds of iron were made 
But 
the NorUi Western was to have 
competition 
“ In 1887 Ferdinand Schle>mg- 
et and his associates obtained 
possession of the Chapin mine 
at Iron Mountain and began to 
reach out for other mining pro­ 
perties. Schlesinger obtained a 
location on Little Bay de Noc 
just north of the North Western 
Railway Company property and 
at once began to build a rail­ 
road. called the Escanaba. Iron 
Mountain 
and Western, 
from 
Iron Mountain to Escanaba, and 
!also began work on a large dock 
at Escanaba. This railroad and 
ore dock were completed in 1890 
and some ore was handled at 
that dock." 
“ Later Schlesinger got into 
financial difficulties and all his 
1 iron properties were sold, the 
mines going to the Mark Hanna 
interest at Cleveland and the 
railroad with the ore dock at 
Escanaba was purchased by the 
North Western.” 
Van Cleve writes drat the per­ 
iod between 1877 and 1891 was 
a very busy tim e for the ore 
docks as the demand for ore 
was increasing rapidly. 
“The boats at that tune, sup­ 
posed to be of die very best 
type, carried only between 3.- 
500 to 4.000 tons and therefore 
it Look a great many vessels to 
move the ore; it was not an un­ 
common sight to see from 60 to 
70 of these large boats at anchor 
in the harbor awaiting their turn 
at the dock, and ai that time 
it was right and proper that Es­ 
canaba 
was 
called 
the 
Iron 
Port of the World’ ” 
“ It might l>e well at this place 
to call attention briefly to the 
other railroads that have been 
built in Delta County 
In 1884 
the Minneapolis. Sault Ste. Ma­ 
rie and Atlantic Railway start­ 


ed building from Minneapolis to­ 
ward the Soo ” 
“Sixty miles had been con­ 
structed and in 1885 Mr. VV D 
Washburn, who was at that time 
United States Senator from Min­ 
nesota. 
and also pre>ident of 
that road, together with his chief 
engineer Capt. VV 
Rich, came 
to Delta County to look up a lo­ 
cation on 
Little Bay de Noc 
for their lake terminal, as the 
line of the road from the Soo 
led around the head of Little 
Ba> de Noc 
Several 
places 
were looked over and finally the 
location at Sanders Point seven 
miles north of Escanaba was 
(Chosen 
in 
1887 the road was 
built til rough to the Soo. and 
the village of Gladstone was 
laid out as their lake terminal.” 
“ At that time the name of the 
railroad was changed and is now 


known aa the Minneapolis, St. 
Paul and Sault Ste. Marie Rail­ 
way Comp>any, and has develop­ 
ed into a great system.” 
“ Elevators for the shipment 
of wheat and flour, and coal 
docks, were built at Gladstone, 
also an ore dock which hand­ 
led. under contract, 
the 
ore 
shipped by the Chicago, 
Mil­ 
waukee and St 
Paul Railway. 
When that contract expired and 
other arrangements were made 
for the shipment of ore the dock 
at Gladstone was taken down." 
"In 1897 the Soo Road built 
a branch from Rapid River up 
to Whitefish to connect with the 
Munising 
Railway 
in 
Alger 
County.” 
“ In 1899 I Stephenson. Daniel 
Wells Jr., and J. W. Wells built 
a logging road up the Escanaba 
River to handle all logs and m a­ 


terial for the I Stephenson Com­ 
pany. This road has since be­ 
come the Escanaba and Lake 
Superior Railroad and ha* de­ 
veloper! a great business.” 
It extended its line to a sta­ 
tion on the Chicago, Milwau­ 
kee and St 
Paul Road called 
Channing; at that point it now 
receives all of the ore of the 
Chicago. 
Milwaukee 
and 
St 
Paul Road w'hich is hauled over 
the Escanaba and Lake Super­ 
ior Railroad and delivered to 
the dock of the St 
Paul Road 
at its terminal in 
Escanaba. 
This ^hipping terminal was ac­ 
quired by the Chicago, Milwau­ 
kee and St. Paul in 1900. and 
since that time two fine large 
ore docks have been construct­

Development on the

The Cleveland C liffs Iron Co. and its 
predecessor companies have been op­ 
erating since 1850 in the Upper Penin­ 
sula of Michigan, producing iron ores 
to sell to steelmakers. 


It was increasingly o b v i o u s that 
change would result from the exhaus­ 
tion of market - acceptable Lake Su­ 
perior ores in competition with high 
grade imports and with beneficiated 
domestic ores and Cliffs built a $500,- 
000 ore research laboratory in Ishpem­ 
ing in 1948, and a $750,000 pilot plant 
in 1959 to meet the challenges of this 
change. 


Cliffs research goes on in these fa­ 
cilities and elsewhere at a cost of near­ 
ly $1 million a year. 


The first beneficiation p r o j e c t 
started producing in 1952, upgrading 
natural ores, and was followed by the 
Humboldt, Republic and Empire mines 
of Cliffs and its Partners, beneficiat­ 
ing and pelletizing low grade ores. 


In its first 110 years — from 1850 to 
1960—Cliffs invested $95 million and 
in the past three years Cliffs and its 
Partners have invested $96 million on 
the Marquette Range to give the area 
an auspicious beginning for its second 
century of iron mining. 


Inland Steel Co., eighth in 
gize in the United States, de­ 
pends heavily on mineral re­ 
sources from the Upper Penin- 
gula.

first locomotive to pull a train out of Chicago on Oct. 25, 
1848 when it took the Galena directors and some friend# 
as far as the tracks went, at w hat’s now Oak Park.

W hen 
th e supply of m a te ria l faded he 
tu rn ed to farm in g . A p ra ctical 
su rv ey o r, he raised a fam ily of 
six sons and two d a u g h te rs.

N. Y., Aug 
IO, 1847 and th e couple c e le b ra t­ 
ed their golden w edding on their 
L ath ro p fa rm Aug. IO, 1897 and 
he w as p resen ted with a gold­ 
headed can e by the people of M a­ 
ple R idge T ow nship as a token 
of their esteem .

Iron Ore Port 


Until Year 1900 


Gladstone w as the scene of 
much activity in the late 1800’s 
m d e a r l y 1900’s, it was equip­ 
ped for port accom m odations of 
-cal, 
iron, 
lum ber, 
flour 
and 
m erchandise traffic 


The Soo L in e 
R ailroad , in 
tcarch of a great lakes term inal 
w hich would bring large ton­ 
nages of coal and m erchandise 
*or m ovem ent 
w estw ard 
and 
'or 
eastw ard 
m ovem ent 
of 
grain and other products, chose 
Gladstone because 
a port on 
Lake M ichigan would have a 
longer 
shipping 
season 
than 
Lake 
Superior 
and 
vessels 
w ould not have to go through 
the St. M a ry ’s river. The two 
mile wide and four mile long 
harbor was of am ple 
size to 
handle the largest vessels and 
m any of them at one time. 


Construction 
of the 
G la d ­ 
stone docks began in 1887 with 
the m erchandise dock 
and 
in 
1887-88 the ore dock was built 
of tim ber. It was 78fi feet long 
w ith an approach of 914 feet 
and 
had 
ore 
pockets on 
one 
side of the dock only. 


The dock 
was 
constructed 
w ith 
the plan 
to 
extend 
the 
road into m ining territo ry and 
w ith Hie desire of the M ilw a u ­ 
kee & 
Northern 
Railro ad 
for 
a lake outlet closer to the mines 
than M aricntte-M enom inee. 


The M ilw au kee & 
Northern 
w anted to be a big ore carrier 
and .shipped from the Soo Lin e 
dock in Gladstone for 12 years. 
During the slim m er of 1900. a 
large ore carrying vessel struck 
the dock in its 
m iddle 
and 
broke it in two. It was never 
repaired 
and 
was 
dism antled 
in 1905. 
Gladstone 
continued 
as 
a 
prom inent 
rail-lake 
term inal 
on into the 1900’s, but as the 
trends 
in 
l a k e 
commerce 
changed w ith 
the years, bulk 
carryin g trade dw indled. 


T H E O R E H A U L looked like this at 
the dock end in the last century w hen wood burning 
steam locom otives brought the trains 
from the iron ranges. 
Note the balloon stacks 
on 
the wood burners, tho sailing vessels 
loading at the dock and the hand m achinery used to 
raise and low er the chutes w hich funneled the 
ore into vessels.
